instances, 
the committee's 


auditors reported they con* 
sidered only $429.3 million as 
valid. 


In one instance, the com- 


mittee 
found 
the 
Marine 


Corps was claiming a saving 
of 151.8 million by modifying 
176 tanks instead of buying 
new tanks.

H. Rubin, 


auditor,

Further, the committee de-

Another Power Dispute 


The Nebraska Power Review Board, with 


one member dissenting, has called the Legis- 
lature's attention to a troublesome electric 
utility service area problem with far-rea 
>• 


ing implications for Nebraska's future indus- 
trial growth.

The problem, which is headed for the 


State Supreme Court, was brought to the 
public's attention through a hotly-disput- 
ed power board case involving the city 
of Schuyler's municipally-owned power 
plant and a rural power system, the Corn- 
busker Public Power District of Colum- 
bus.

Both utilities, for understandable reasons, 


want to supply electricity to a new industry, 
the Spencer Packing Co., which is building a 
plant west of Schuyler. 


Schuyler officials, 
who helped 
induce 


Spencer to locate in Nebraska, annexed a 
tract of land west of town and brought t h e 
new plant into Schuyler's one-half mile cor- 
porate zoning area. Then Schuyler went to the 
power board and asked for authority to serve 
the plant which previously was in Cornhusker's 
service area. 


Although all five members of the board 


indicated they wanted to give Schuyler author- 
ity to serve the new industry, four members 
said the board presently does not have statu- 
tory authority to add industrial areas to mu- 
nicipal service areas "even though this might 
be desirable and necessary." The board re- 
fused to alter the original Schuyler-Cornhusk- 
er service area agreement, thereby upholding 
Cornhusker's authority to serve the packing 
plant.

At the same time, however, the ma- 


jority of the board said the problem de- 
mands immediate attention and clarifica- 
tion by the next Legislature.

Board member Thomas Eason of North 


Bend dissented, saying it was clearly the in- 
tention of the 1963 Legislature to give munici- 
palities the right to serve load growths in 
their zoning areas. 


The 1963 "service agreement law" states 


"in the zoning area surrounding any munici- 
pality and outside the corporate limits there- 
of, if such municipality operates a retail sys- 
tem, it shall have the right to serve such zon- 
ing area at retail except as to such custom- 
ers as are presently (1963) served by other 
suppliers ... In determining the service area 
of a municipality owned electric system, there 
shall be included, as a maximum, the corpor- 
ate area of the municipality . . ."

The law, the hearings, and the debate 


as reported in the newspaper clippings all 


indicate a legislative intention that munic- 
ipalities serve their corporate limits and 
zoning areas, unless a municipality de- 
cided not to serve its zoning area.

To deny this would leave expanding cities 


in the situation of having rurals inside their 
corporate limits and zoning limits, and the 
inefficiency of two electrical servers — just 
the opposite to the goals intended of avoiding 
overlapping electrical duplication. 


The annexation and zoning laws in the 


statutes are specifically safeguarded and 
unrelated to empire building for electric 
purposes. Satisfaction of the state's own 
laws for annexation (and the correspond- 
ing expansion of zoning area) when done 
for legitimate corporate purposes and not 
merely to gerrymander for electrical ser- 
vice empire building should be respected, 
and accompanied by a fair payment to 
rurals for the properties taken over by 
growth and or reasonable severance dam- 
ages determined on an independent, impar- 
tial appraisal as municipalities and their 
zoning areas enlarge from population and 
annexation growth.

Whether Eason or the majority of t h e 


board is correct apparently will be decided by 
the Supreme Court. But all the members of 
the board deserve credit for calling the mat- 
ter to the attention of the public and the Leg- 
islature. 


Nebraska municipalities, it seems, should 


have the right to serve new industries in their 
zoning areas. After all, local townspeople are 
instrumental in attracting new industry to 
their localities, and it is local taxpayers who 
provide other services such as police and fire 
protection and schools. 


The League of Municipalities — and 


possibly Lincoln — should intervene in the 
court test because of the importance of 
the issues to growing urban areas. And 
the city of Lincoln should avoid this prob- 
lem initially by arranging with N o r r i s 
Public Power District for its full present 
three-mile zoning limit of electrical ser- 
vice in the initial agreement and provide 
therein an automatic purchase-sale ar- 
rangment determined by independent ap- 
praisal as the corporate and zoning limits 
of the city expand with population and 
annexation changes.

The problem Is of such importance 


that it should receive a thorough airing in 
the 1967 Legislature. New industries will 
not locate in Nebraska if they must be- 
come involved in long-drawn-out disputes 
over where they are going to get t h e i r 
electricity, as was the actual case at 
Beatrice, And if that is the case, it is 
every Nebraskan who suffers.

Others used gutter 4-letter 
words and the boys, especially those who had 
never known a father, had difficulty carrying

"Some of them had never had an adult listen 
to them personally." Alter several weeks all 
but one boy had identified with at least one 
adult in the program. 


The students lived in the college dormitor- 


ies. This presented some problems for those 
who had lived in the slums. The environment 
was so quiet that some had difficulty sleep- 
ing. Others keyed up for the first time 
also were unable to sleep.

While the math classes were designed to 


beef up the student's ability, one boy was 
such a whiz he was bored. So the college set 
him loose on a computer after minimum in- 
structions in programming. Soon 
he 
was 


teaching other Upward Bound students to use 
the computer.

Most all the students were learning how 


to speak and write their own ideas. After 
viewing a film they would discuss their opin- 
ions of the film. 


Like all teen-agers they also discussed 


their parental problems. Some of it has a 
familiar ring: "They are always telling us 
what they had to do when they were our age " 
The remark by one lad is a reminder of cul- 
tural barriers. "When they want us to cut 
the grass or go to the store, they say 'When 
we wuz little, we picked cotton.' " 


Now that the program is drawing to a 


close, staff members are preparing the young 
people for re-entry into their homes, which 
may not sympathize with school, and into 
schools' which may not appreciate their new 
confidence to discuss ideas. 


The staff will have an Upward Bound fac- 


ulty representative in each high school, will 
bring young people back for programs every 
other week during the school year and then 
back to campus next summer for another 
eight weeks.

How can the value of such a program be 


e\ aluated until later years? Yet it is this sort 
of approach which offers the greatest hope, 
but reaches too few of the youngsters who 
need help.

Both utilities, for understandable reasons, 
want to supply electricity to a new industry , 
the Spencer Packing Co.. which is building a 
plant west of Schuy ler 
Schuy ler officials,

of land west of town and brought 
t h e 
new plant into Schuy ler’s one-half mile cor­ 
porate zoning area.

What began 
as a dream for our future, 
has become a nightmare for 
the present. We cannot keep 
up—either phy sically or fi­ 
nancially . 
The loss of the Air Base 
contributed greatly to the sud­ 
den acceleration of the area’s 
deterioration; but talk about 
the northeast diagonal, t h e 
Alpha 
plan. 
Univ ersity ex ­ 
pansion, widening of V i n e 
street has made for more un­ 
rest, less pride in their area 
on the part of the people liv ­ 
ing there—greater incentiv e 
toward destruction. 
In addition to loss through 
v acancies, in recent months 
we hav e lost $600 actual cash 
from rents due and y et un­ 
paid—not to mention costs for 
hav ing 
non-pay ing 
tenants 
ev icted, and efforts to collect. 
At least $600 damage 
h a s 
been done to the property by 
tenants—some 
who 
h a v e 
and some who hav en’t p a i d 
their rents; and by v andals 
who hav e broken in, left win­ 
dows open, w’ater on the floor, 
lights on in the basement, 
wine bottles on the floor and 
urine in the furnace pit. 
Our property was in good 
condition only a short time 
ago. We hav e been able to 
repair only a portion of the 
damage. At this 
time, 
we 
w'ould be glad to sell for just 
enough to pay what we owe 
on the tw’o houses, ( f i v e 
apartments). This would cer­ 
tainly be a bargain for some­ 
one who could liv e in o n e 
apartment—be there to see 
that destruction did not con­ 
tinue, and rent the other un­ 
its. 
But who is interested? Be­ 
cause no one knows what is 
to be done in the area, no 
one wants to take a chance. 
While this area is deteriorat­ 
ing, as far as housing is con­ 
cerned; and actual v alue of 
this ty pe of property is de­ 
creasing, should assessed v al­ 
uation increase, and tax es go 
up y ear after y ear?

Robert F. Kennedy. D-N.Y., 
indicted his brother-in-law, 
anti-poverty 
director Sar- 


gent Shriver. tor adhering 
to an administration policy 
that gave a supersonic com- 
mercial plane priority over 
Children of the nation's poor. 


"I just can't be content 


with that." said licnnedy. 
"It's an outrage." 


Kennedy 
clashed

Shriver as the director of 
the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity (OEO) testified at 
Senate hearings on the plight 


of the nation's riot-stricken 
cities. 


At issue was the OEO 


budget for its popular Head 
Start program. The adminis- 
tration allocated $327 million 
for the current fiscal year. 


Kennedy noted that the 


program would ready only 
30', of the c h 11 d r e n who 
needed it. 


"It's a point that distresses 


me. We're spending more 
than $300 million on a su- 
personic jet transport t h a t 
will eventually cost $4 bil- 
lion.

210,000 more children." 


Young: Slogans No Help

Washington — Sen. R o m a n 


Hruska, R-Neb., is predicting 
that the Senate Judiciar.v Com- 
mittee, of which he is a mem- 
ber, will kill the administra- 
tion sponsored iaearms con- 
trol bill (S1592) 


"I believe that we will be 


able to prevail in the killing 
of the bill and I will propose 
my own bill in due time," the 
senator told the Journal 


The judiciary c o m m i t - 


tee could not raise a quor- 
um last Wednesday to dis- 
cuss the controversial b i l l . 
It is now rescheduled for next 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Hruska contends the 


administration bill which has 
been i n t r o d u c e d by Sen. 
Tnomas Dodd, D-Conn.. is 
too broad in scope and won't 
stem telony murders a n y 
more than his own limited gun 
control legislaton. 


The Dodd bill would: 
—Ban all mail order sales of 


hand guns, rifles and shotguns. 


—Impose strong licensing fees 


and regulation on gun dealers. 


—Drastically restrict imports of 


firearms. 


Sen. Hruska's bill would 
—Limit the mail order sale of 


hand guns to poople over 21 years 
old who are not prohibited by fed- 
eral, state or local law from re- 
ceiving these guns. 


—Give local police notice of all 


mail ordeiS tor hand guns, allow 
them seven days to object. 


Sen. Hruska argues that. 
1. "... 70% of the murders by 


gun in tins country are commit- 
t.ti \\ith a hand gun, 20% by the 
use of a shotgun and 10% with a 
rifle or other firearm," from a 
letter to Sen Hruska from FBI 
director J. Edgar Hoover July 27, 
1966. 


2. The criminal will always 


evade efforts to deny him fire- 
arms. 


3. A disarmed population en- 


courages crime. 


4. The 1965 FBI s t a t i s t i c s 


showed firearms 
were

only 86,000 (25%) of the crimes of 
violence.

IN SETTING UP TO THE BALL 


You will find that most good golfers go through the 


same preliminary motions on every shot. By following a 
consistent pattern they encourage consistency in the en- 
suing swing. 


I suggest that you develop a routine for preparing to 


swing. Make your pre-swing motions smooth and delib- 
erate - avoid quick, jerky motions. 


Most golfers follow somewhat the same pattern I am 


performing in the illustrations. 


First grip the club and sight the target (No. 1). Next 


place the dubhead behind the ball, looking down the 
target 'inc. Finally, move your feet into position. 


These key steps are usually followed by a re-checking 


of the target and target line, a smooth waggle, a forward 
press and then the backswing. Remember, "slow and 
smooth" throughout the process.

M oke your pre-swing motions smooth and delib­ 
erate - ovoid quick, jerky motions. 
Most golfers follow somewhat the some pattern I am 
performing in the illustrations. 
First grip the club and sight the target (No. 1). Next 
place the clubheod behind the boll, looking down the 
target 'ine. Finally, move your feet into position. 
These key steps ore usually followed oy a re>checkfng 
of tho target and target line, o smooth waggle, o forward 
press and then the bockswing. Remember, "slow and 
smooth" throughout the process.

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Interest Rate Increase 
Hike Wasn't Expected 
To Reach Nebraska 


State Banking Director Byron Dunn said he had not 


anticipated Nebraska banks following the lead of eastern 
banks by hiking interest rates. 


Large eastern banks have 


hiked to 6% their rates on 
prime interest loans which, 
according to Dunn, are those 
taken by large corporations 
or businesses over a short pe- 
riod of time — primarily on 
a 90-day basis. 


The small number of big- 


balance, large inventory busi- 
nesses in the state moved 
Dunn to earlier predict that 
the eastern hike would not 
directly effect the Nebraska 
banking picture. 


Shortly after his statement 


was i s s u e d , three Omaha 
banks — the Omaha National, 
United States National a n d 


First National — announced 
that their interest rates on 
prime interest loans would 
also be raised to 6%. 


"The Omaha banks raised 


their rates so large interest 
firms wouldn't be encouraged 
to take out loans in Omaha, 
making money even tighter in 
the area than it already is," 
Dunn explained. 


The larger portion of the 


state will still go unaffected. 
Prime i n t e r e s t borrowing 
by large eastern firms will 
not be necessary by the small- 
er banks, said Dunn.

Approximately 50 persons, 


most of them farmer skeptics 
from the area, accompanied 
Swem and Rep. Clair Callan, 
D-Neb., on a morning tour of 
potential tourist sites. 


Protest signs had b e e n 
erected at Rock Creek Sta- 
tion, Quivera Park and the 
Steele City canyons. 


'Heart of Taxes' 


"Deep in the Heart of Tax- 


es," read one gate-marker.

(NREA) has labeled Thurs- 
day's defeat of a rural elec- 
tric supplemental 
financing 


bill a "disappointment" and 
a "blow to the entire pro- 
gram." 
. "This bill," Arnold Kitt of 
Palisade said, "could 
have 


done more for rural America 
than any other program. Al- 
though its defeat is a disap- 
pointment to all who h a v e 
worked for this legislation, 
I hope the chairman can still 
revive the bill in this ses- 
sion.' 


Kitt referred to a House ag- 


ricultural subcommittee 5-5 
tie vote on action In Washing- 
ton to send an amended com- 
promise version of the bill to 
the full committee. 


The bill would have creat- 


ed a Federal Electric Bank, 
initially funded by govern- 
ment money, which would 
gradually be replaced by pri- 
vate funds.

duced to give rural power 
agencies throughout the na- 
tion a chance to go to the pri-

Private Power Victory 


Defeat of the bill Thursday 


constituted a victory for pri- 
vate p o w e r utilities which 
fear the growth of rural sys- 
tems. 
But even an amendment of- 


fered by Nebraska Rep. Clair 
Callan failed to stem opposi- 
tion to the measure. 


The C a l l a n amendment 


would have limited the ru- 
rals' to generating not more 
than 5% of the power output 
of the country and kept them 
out of communities with more 
than 10,000 population. 


Defeat of the bill, Callan said, 


means money for rural elec- 
tric systems in Nebi-aska and 
(elsewhere "will be harder to 


' get." 


Doubtful 


Although Agricultural Com- 


mittee Chairman Rep. Harold 
Cooley, D-N.C., could call up 
the bill from the subcommit- 
tee, Callan doufoti Cooley will 
do so.
